Church are supposed to have been 
mixed up In tne murder, but whether 
tacir bodies are among the dead or 
whether they Belonged to the gang 
which committed the deed is un- 
known to the police, as none of the 
bodies haslueea identified. 
In a tin 


box and. a grip left In the hut where 
the bodies were founa were two com- 
plete sets of vestments ot a Greek 
Catholic priest, even to tae costlj 
mitre and robes. In the tin box the 
police found a cheek for $373.60 
made out to Nieolo Demtri, and the 
vslise bore ibe same name. ' The 
tfe box also contained $900 in gold, 
snowing that the jaotlv^ fo» the 
murder -yas revenge, and not rob- 
hery. Letters were also found ad- 
dressed to T)emtri_ "Chicago, 111- 
335 Austin avemie/' an4 "Lincoln. 
Ill. Box 345." 


Six Men Suspected. 


Police investigation of the murder 


has not progressed rapidly, owing to 
the fact that nothing Is known of 
the murdered man.
